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In response to applicants arguments. 

Applicant set forth Yano et al. do not disclose or suggest controlling transmission timing of packets to a 
network based on write timing of an encoder, and, more specifically, transmitting packets to a network after an 
encoder writes frame data to a storage means and before the encoder writes frame data corresponding to a next 
frame to the storage means. 

Col. 13, lines 38-43 set forth the video generator sets a given time for the video capture, i.e. write timing 
for the encoder. Col. 3, line 65- col. 4, line 6, set forth that after completion of the transmission , the process of 
data generation and transmission is repeated. 

Applicant set forth "Neither of the portions cited by the Examiner relate to transmitting packets to the 
network based on write timing of an encoder." 

The cited passage (col. 1 3, lines 38-43) set forth the video generator sets a given time for the video 
capture, i.e. write timing for the encoder. 

Applicant set forth Yano et al. do not disclose or suggest that the transmission timing for transmitting the 
packets corresponding to respective frames to the network is determined from an encoded frame interval and a frame 
data storage time 

The passage set forth video capture time , which would include the interval to encoded and store the frame. 

Applicant set forth Boyce does not specifically disclose subtracting an IP header size and a UDP header 
size from an Ethernet maximum transfer unit. 

Boyce taught the MTU size minus the packet header bytes used, and that it used on a UDP/IP network, 
therefore the header would be UDP and IP. 

Applicant set forth Controlling transmission timing of packets to a network based on the write timing of an 
encoder to a storage means. 

Col. 13, lines 38-40 of Yano et al. set forth the video generator sets a given time for the video capture, 
i.e. write timing for the encoder.
